Thursday night, declaring such prac­ 
tices would he virtually impossible be­ 
cause of the explicit terms in which 
tim act is drawn. 
He warned regis­ 
tration officials that favoritism easily 
could be detected and would be pun­ 
ished with heavy penalties. 
“ Every precaution,” said the state­ 
ment, “ will be taken to make it cer­ 
tain that the registration will be con­ 
ducted with exact Justice. 
“The law is specific and allows no 
latitude to the boards, either in the 
matter of registration or in the later 
matter of exemption from service. In 
fact, the .law is Belf-executing. Every 
man within the age limits fixed by 
the selective service ac* must regia 
ter, and the penalty of the law for 
evasion of registration will fall, not 
only on the man who fails to appear, 
but on any member of a registration 
heard who may be shown to be in 
collusion with the perfon who attempts 
to escape his duty. 
Further than this the registration 
beards will never act as exemption 
boards except in certain specific chs 
es, such as where a young man who 
has registered shall claim to be em- 
ptoyed in a federal, state or local op 
flee and thereby dont c o n e within the 
* xemption clause of the statute.

FREE BAPTISTS LET 
CONTRACT FOR CHORCH

will be larger than the synagogue and 
of different appearance. 
Four large 
pillars are placed at the main en­ 
trance, then one enters a commodious 
vestibule, on each side of which are 
Sunday sc hool louuca. The floor is to 
be inclined tow ards the pulpit, in the 
re a r of which is to be the baptistry 
and on either side of th at is a Sunday 
school room, ■ one of which has an 
outer opening for the accommodation 
of those desiring baptism . 
Both these 
room s are to be used for disrobing 
room s for candidates for baptism. All 
four of the Sunday school rooms have 
folding doors so that they be opened 
and thus give more room should the 
m ain auditorium be crowded. 
The 
ceiling will hav$' a beam effect and 
the walls for the present will not be 
decorated, rem aining in the color of 
the plaster as placed. 
Mr. W ilkerson^ contract calls for 
the completion of his part of the work 
w ithin three months. 
T he plans, while the result of the 
co-operative work of the leaders of 
the church, are also largely the result 
of the experience of R tv. J. J. Tatum, 
whose ideas are now expressed in 
lines and figures on tracing paper. 
On Sunday night at 8 o’clock fare­ 
well services will be held in the old 
building, at which the pastor aud lay 
m em bers will deliver addresses in a 
special program. W racking of the old 
building will be started Monday, if it 
is not purchased by the F irst Baptist 
ladies.
